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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
It's Sad Day When Boys No 
Longer Can Have Tree House 


Things have come to a sorry state 
when growing boys can’t have a tree 
house or a “club house,“ especially dur­ 
ing summer vacation. 
It’s easy to belittle S h e r i f f Louis 
Mountanos’ recent destruction of sev­ 
eral of these hideaways. For generations 
growing American boys have passed 
through the tree house and club hut 
stage; it didn't hurt them. 
It was a 
part of the growing up process. 
Why should it be prohibited now? 
An examination of the sheriff’s rec­ 
ords will reveal that he is p r o b a b 1 y 
right, however. 
Several of these tree houses or club 
houses have produced some rather strik­ 
ing evidence. At least one w;as used as 
a hiding place for stolen goods, includ­ 
ing items stolen from a church school. 
Photographs of nude women, cigar­ 
ettes, wine and beer bottles and even a 
gambling debt list are among the things 
found in others. 
The situation isn't a healthy one. Par­ 
ents who weren’t aware what has been 
taking place among their youngsters 
are probably glad to see the tree houses 
and club houses go. 
A generation ago you might find in 
similar huts evidences of e f f o r t s to 
smoke cornsilks, some “penny dread­ 
fuls 
or “Capt. Billy's Whizz Bang” (all 


pretty tame when measured a g a i n s t 
what appears on some of our n e w s ­ 
stands today) and maybe even some very 
amateurish and unsuccessful attempt at 
home-brew or wine-making. (A genera­ 
tion ago— more or less—-prohibition was 
still with us and beer and wine weren't 
so universally available.) 
Why the change? 
hverything’s changed; if we knew ex­ 
actly why some things haven't changed 
lor the better we would be president or 
at least in demand to advise presidents. 
But one thing we are sure of. Parents 
of a generation ago took sole responsi­ 
bility for raising their children. They 
didn't ask for laws to keep “dirty” mag­ 
azines from circulating. They just made 
sure their youngsters didn’t get any and 
in so doing they dried up the market. 
A generation ago more people were 
more actively intent on teaching their 
children temperance (in its true sense) 
in use of tobacco and alcohol. 
A generation ago, parents probably 
would have found out about thievery 
and other delinquencies before sheriff’s 
deputies did. 
1 he destruction of tree houses and 
club houses by the sheriff’s deputies 
strikes us as a result— at least in part— 
of parents' abdication of their responsi­ 
bilities to police their own children.

WASHINGTON — The pur­ 
pose of this column is to try 
to get at the exact facts as to 
what Sen. John F. Kennedy 
said or did not say about 
apologizing or expressing re­ 
gret to Khrushchev over the 
U-2 flights. 
And q u i t e 
apart from 
whether Mr. Kennedy used 
this phrase oi that, what is 
the substance of the contro­ 
versy? What is it reallv all 
about? 
To make any sense out of 
this controversy, it is neces­ 
sary to fix in mind the de­ 
mand 
w h i c h 
Khrushchev 
made upon the U. S. at Paris. 
He demanded that the Presi­ 
dent apologize for ever per­ 
mitting any of the U-2 flights 
and that the fliers be pun­ 
ished. 
This blew the summit to 
pieces before it ever began. 
But there were some here at 
home who wondered if Mr 
Eisenhower could not have 
pacified Mr. K. in some way 
so that the meeting could have 
gone on. Mr. Kennedy was 
one of these and he made this 
statement to a group of high 
school students in Oregon in 
May: 


“lie 
(Khrushchev) 
said 
there were (two conditions 
for continuing. One, that 
we apologize. I think that 
that might have been pos­ 
sible to do; and that, sec­ 
ond, we try those respon­ 
sible for the flight.” 


.States express regret (instead 
of demanding punishment for 
the fliers) that might have 
been a reasonable term, and 
would have indicated a will­ 
ingness on his part to pro­ 
ceed.” 


AFTER LOOKING at all the 
evidence, 1 offer these con­ 
clusions: 
Mr, Kennedy is, in part, the 
victim of his own imprecise 
statements. He said that if 
Khrushchev had asked only 
for an apology, “that that 
might have been possible to 
do.” That certainly sounded 
as though he were recom­ 
mending an apology. But lat­ 
er he said that he meant that 
since Mr. K. also imposed the 
punishment condition, noth­ 
ing 
would 
have 
satisfied 
Khrushchev, 
not 
even 
an 
apology. Thus Mr, Kennedy 
could argue that he never 
brought forward the idea of 
apology as a practical course 
of action.

THERE IS ANOTHER point 
at which Mr. Kennedy’s dis­ 
cussion of this m atter — the 
day after Nixon and Dewey 
brought it up at the Chicago 
convention—seemed to me to 
flow around but not come to 
grips with the real issue. 
Thus at his Hyannis Port 
press conference the Demo­ 
cratic 
nominee 
emphasized 
that he had thought it would 
have been well for the Presi­ 
dent to have “expressed his 
regrets” to Khrushchev over 
the timing of the U-2 flights. 
But the fact is, as all who 
w ere at the summit well knew, 
the Soviet Premier was not 
demanding “regrets” just over 
the timing of the flights; he 
was demanding an apology 
from the President for having 
permitted t he whole four-year 
sequence of the U-2 flights. 
'The suggested “regrets” over 
the timing would have meant 
absolutely nothing in light of 
what was really happening at 
Paris. 


Some partisans have sug­ 
gested that Sen. Kennedy has 
herein shown signs of ap­ 
peasement. There is no sub- 
tance or truth in such state­ 
ments. At most they show that 
Mr. Kennedy needs to think 
through a little more fully 
what be wants to say.

No Golf For 
This Champ 
Swimmer

Fifty-seven is an age uher. 
most men confine their ath­ 
letic interests to a grandstand 
seat at the ball park, an occa­ 
sional round of golf, a few 
games at the bowling center 
or a seat on a shore where the 
fish are really jumping. 
Frik Martin, however, is not 
just an ordinary 57-year-old. 
This San Anselmo resident, 
by way of Sweden, still enjoys 
one of the most physically 
demanding sports 
long dis­ 
tance swimming. 
“Some day,” he declared 
recently, in an accent as thick 
as Smorgasbord, “I’ll attempt 
the Faralion Islands swim.” 
This would be somewhat 
sensational because no one 
has ever successfully, swum 
the 20 plus miles stretch of icy 
treacherous blue Pacific be­ 
tween the Farralones and the 
California mainland. 
Strong 
men, 
many years Martin's 
junior have tried. 
The cold and fatiguing tidal 
conditions have proved too 
much for even the mightiest 
swimmers. 
Martin, however, thinks 
h» 
possibly 
might 
whip 
those 
barriers. 
He 
has 
swum in waters, he says, 
that would make the Pa­ 
cific feel like a warm bath, 
lie has negotiated distances 
greater than the Farallon 
stretch. 
And, 
he 
claims 
enough strength and 
ex­ 
perience to beat the tides. 
An interview with Martin 
tends to convince you that 
here is a man who just might 
conquer the Pacific. 
He car­ 
ries scrapbooks filled 
with 
stories of his achievements, 
such as officially represent­ 
ing Sweden in the Interna­ 
tional English Channel swim 
and stroking his way to head­ 
lines in marathon swims on 
four continents. 
A man of many interests, 
Martin came to the United

World War II. employment in 
various capacities with radio

At the peak of his swim­

mile at the age of five and 
has been in long-distance 
competition since 1915.

1951 he completed the Sea 
of Galilee Swimming Cross 
between Israel and Syria. 


In 1955 he says he swam 
the channel from France to 
Dover, England, but adds it 
was unofficial and is not on 
record. 
Sweden sent him to 
the International C h a n n e l 
Swim in 1956 and again in 
1958, but he failed to cross 
on both occasions. 
In 1956, 
in fact, none of the contest­ 
ants completed the swim due 
to the terrible weather con­ 
ditions. 


Martin’s swimming career 
also took him to Africa, Asia 
and America for various com­ 
petitions. 
Distances ranged 
up to 25 miles. 


To those who warn him of 
the cold water between here 
and the Farralones, the big, 
jolly, friendly Swede quickly

Legends haw grown around 
loggers since the first tree was 
felled by the first man to 
build a shelter.

Paul Bunyan, have been read 
by children and adult.-, for 
years. 
But t o d a y the modern 
woodsman is even mightier 
Ilian the giant woodchopper. 
His strength is vested in ma­ 
chinery that handles the tow­ 
ering timber as it it were a 
toothpick. Gasoline powered 
saws now make it possible for 
him to fell 50 or 60 trees a 
day. 
About 100 years ago in Cali 
forma 
logging 
became 
big 
business. Woodsmen w e r e 
strong backed, rugged individ­ 
uals who downed breakfast of 
a half dozen eggs, piles of 
flapjacks, black coffee and 
fried meat, strapped steel rigs 
to their backs and hiked miles 
into the woods to begin a day's 
work. 
Today as the West is being 
populated for the second time.

Continued from page M il 
rin timber has helped build 
the state. 
Over a 
hundred 
years ago, when San Francisco 
was growing out of the sand 
dunes across the Bay, it was 
Redwood from the Corte Ma­ 
dera and Nicasio areas and Fir 
from the ridges behind Bo­ 
linas that the early builders 
used. 
Many of these areas were 
permanently denuded by the 
woodsman s axe 100 years ago, 
but things have changed in 
the logging business. Today 
woodsmen 
are 
required 
to 
leave seed trees standing in 
logged areas so that the for­ 
ests will have a chance to re­ 
build themselves. (This usu­ 
ally takes from 50 to 75 years 
for an area.) 
The logging superintend­ 
ent for the Olema operation 
commented 
w h e n 
asked 
about t r e e conservation, 
“Nobody loves a tree more 
than I do. I know when I cut 
one down, two will grow in 
its place.” 
The modern day woodsman 
may only strip the property 
clean if the landowner gets a 
permit from the Division of 
Forestry 
for 
clear 
cutting. 
Landowners 
will 
apply 
for 
these permits if they want to 
put their land to a new use. A 
rancher might want to reclaim 
his land for pasturage. 
One 
thing 
that 
has 
not 
changed in the business is the 
element of danger. 
“ Widow- makers" are dead 
branches hidden high in the 
foliage of a tree. Jf a logger 
fails to spot one when he 
starts to fell a tree, he may be 
in trouble. As the tree crashes 
to the ground away from the 
logger, the widow- maker can 
break off and comes straight 
down 
on 
top 
of the man 
standing below. 
Loggers and millworkers at 
the Olema camp l e a v e for 
their homes at 4:45 p. m. The 
day begins at 8 o'clock in the 
morning when the switches 
are thrown. Giant saws and 


the intricate, constantly mov­ 
ing conveyor belts that ihread 
around the plant r o a r into 
life. The din from the mill < an 
be heard high on the ridges 
above the camp site. 
The Sweet rpill t o o k six 
months to build at a cos? of 
$700,000. More than two mil­ 
lion dollars is invested in the 
entire operation, logging su­ 
perintendent Omer Wisby es­ 
timates. 
Wisby ar.d his two brothers 
own an interest in the Olema 
operation. Dennis Wisby su­ 
pervises the 
mill operation 
and the third brother is in 
Oregon running a mill the trio 
owns there.„The Wisbys have 
been in the logging business 
since 1951. Before that they 
were in mining but on discov­ 
ering lumbermen held a pri­ 
ority on the box cars they 
were using to ship their ag­ 
gregate they d e c i d e d to 
change businesses. 
Fifty-one per cent of the 
business 
is 
owned 
by 
the 
Sweet family famous lumber­ 
men from southwestern Ore­ 
gon. Donald H. Sweet man­ 
ages the Olema operation, his 
brother. William , well known 
Oregonian rancher is one of 
the outstanding breeders of 
jersey cows in the nation mak­ 
ing the Sweet name a byword 
among dairy ranchers from 
New York to California. 
Omer Wisby is a lean, mus­ 
cular man, who learned to fell 
trees in Northern California 
29 years ago. For the past 20 
years he has been a “Cat” op­ 
erator. Although he has no 
formal training in surveying, 
last year he laid out 
nine 
miles of roads in the Olema 
ridges that held up all winter 
without a scraping. The roads 
alone cost the company $30,- 
000 to install Wisby said. 
Forty-five men are em­ 
ployed at the mill and seven 
men in the woods. Last year - 
at this time the company 
had twice 
as many men 
working two shifts, but due 
to a cutback in construction 


Wisby attributes to “elec­ 
tion 
year,” 
the 
mill 
cut 
down on operations. 
The saw null is built around 
a tall, blackened burner that 
throws s h i m m e r i n g heat 
waves across the camp. It is 
continually fed by conveyor 
chains carrying scrap lumber 
from the mill. Mill Supt. Den­ 
nis Wisby noted that much of 
the scrap could be salvaged if 
the mill had a chipper. Chips 
are used in the manufacture 
of paper. 
The sawmill is the hub of 
activity at the campsite. It 
roars and vibrates as giant 
logs are bucked (nudged> onto 
the first link of the conveyor 
chain. 
Redwood 
from 
the 
San 
Geronimo Valley is cold deck­ 
ed (stacked on the ground) at 
the mill site. The l o g s are 
piled around the long mill­ 
pond. 
The Sweet millpond is man- 
made. Springs and creeks in 
the hills were tapped and the 
water piped to the deep hole 
the 
loggers excavated. 
The 
pond is 23 feet deep in some 
places. It 
serves a twofold 
purpose: Storage space for the 
D o u g l a s F ir that is light 
enough to float and as a reser­ 
voir in case of fire in the area. 
The fir is rounded up by 
a man in a “log brone,” a 
small 
powerboat 
with 
a 
ramhead prow that pushes 
the logs up to the “bronc- 
saw.* where the Fir is cut 
to a specified length. From 
here the “brone” sawyer, 
wearing a life preserver, 
poles the log up to the con­ 
veyor belt and the machines 
take over. 
The 
logs 
are 
pulled 
bv 
heavy chains to the carriage. 
1 his ^puttering, s t e a m i n g 
piece of machinery grabs the 
log with gigantic steel claws 
and thrusts it into the head 
saw. The carriage recoils like 
an anti-aircraft gun, flips the 
log over and thrusts it back 
into the long, vertical saw. 
The mammoth d a r k barked 


log quickly Is whittled down 
to pink, raw smelling lumber 
strips. 
from 
the 
head 
saw 
the 
boards move on a conveyor to 
the edger where the can't (size 
of the board as it comes off 
the head saw) is a g a i n re­ 
duced. 
D e n n i s Wisby constantly 
preaches safety to his men. He 
emphasizes that negligence is 
the cause of grisly mill acci­ 
dents. One basic rule in a mill 
is never stand behind the edg­ 
ing machine. If a cross-grain­ 
ed board hits the blades it 
will fly back across the mill 
with enough force to slash a 
man in two. 
From the edger the lumber 
moves on to a millman called 
the stripper who sorts good 
lumber from bad and passes it 
on to the grader, who directs 
the boards onto the “ merry- 
go-round." T h e m erry-go- 
round is an arched conveying 
belt that carried the boards 
into the re - saw. The grader 
knows what lumber sizes have 
been ordered and fills the 
specifications. 
Back from the re-saw> the 
lumber moves out onto a w ide 
conveying belt snaking along 
underneath an opened face 
box suspended from the roof. 
The trim mer sits in this box. 
B y manipulating the levers be­ 
tween his knees he feeds the 
boards through the battery of 
round, 
trimming saws that 
cuts the lumber to the ordered 
length. The rough lumber falls 
onto a lowering chain into the 
sunshine outside. Five shirt- 
less men standing on the plat­ 
form below- grab the boards 
from the chain and push it on­ 
to piles according to size. 
A small, powerful fork lift 
hauls the rough lumber to the 
planing mill where the lum­ 
ber is finished for market. 
At the end of a day w'hen 
the switches are turned off 
lulling the powerful machin­ 
ery to sleep. 45 men at the 
Olema mill have turned out 
60.000 feet of lumber.

“Thoreau has always been 
my Bible,” Charles A, Borden 
said, ‘‘but the Pacific has been 
my Walden — until 1 found 
this place.” 
The writer, author of five 
books and the latest. “Hawaii 
. . . Fiftieth State 
reviewed 
on this page, spoke of “Spin­ 
drift,” his home which juts 
on a promontory 1000 feet 
out into the Pacific at Muir 
Beach. 
Spindrift was named for the 
white trails in the water caus­ 
ed by the breakers which 
pound some hundreds of feet 
below his home. Here, when 
he is not sailing his boat. Con- 
tucious III, Borden 
writes, 
reads and keeps his trees and 
plants tied down so they don’t 
blown down in heavy sea- 
wind.

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climbed aboard a raft with 
crude sails made from old 
gunny sacks and sailed from 
Sausalito to San Francisco. He 
ran away to sea at 13. Later 
he worked as quartermaster 
and mate on rusty, small 
tramp freighters. 


Boats are still his love as 
is the sea. “A house is only a 
poorly built boat.” he says 
“you'd never keep one afloat.” 
His 
house, 
designed 
by 
Henry Hill, is ship-like; there 
is no waste space. Two walls 
are glass as is part of the 
lloor. Wires, with a center­ 
piece of wood in the middle, 
cross each window to hold the 
windows in place in heavy 
gales. 


Borden also feels a kinship 
with the earth. He is fond of 
plants and has set out most of 
the trees and plants on Spin­ 
drift to change it from a bar­ 
ren hillside to a partially- 
wooded one. 


“What reallv counts is earth 
consciousness,’ he said.

in 1940 Borden took his 17- 
foot sloop, also named Con­ 
fucius, to sea He was warned 
by a commodore, he said, “If 
you think you can get beyond 
the three-mile limit in that 
cockleshell, you re crazy.” 
Borden sailed off, tying 
a lifeline around his waist. 
One night a huge wave crash­ 
ed over the bow and washed 
him into the ocean. He pulled 
himself back in along the life­ 
line and 46 davs later reached 
Hawaii, visiting ail the islands 
and cruising a total of 9.000 
sea miles. 
He proved, he said, that a 
boat no longer than a canoe, 
if properly handled, can sail 
over vast stretches of water. 
Borden is at home at Spin­ 
drift with the sea all around 
him except for the peninsula 
which alt aches to his “island.” 
His boat is tied up in Sausa­ 
lito. where it is used on week­ 
ends but ready for longer 
trips when he finishes his 
next book, “South Sea Is­ 
lands.”

I he last .state ro join the 
union is first in many re­ 
spects. 
It has the first person of 
Asian descent, Hiram Leong 
Fong, to ever sil in the U.S. 
Senate. It has the first U.S. 
Congressman. Daniel Ken In- 
ouye. of Japanese descent. 
It is the only state to raise 
coffee commercially—Kona it 
is called It harvests 70 per 
cent of the world's pineapple 
supply. 
Scientific farming gives it 
the world’s highest yields in 
sugar with a yield per acre of 
10.16 tons compared to Flori­ 
da's 4 18. Louisiana’s 1.76 and 
Cuba's 2.09. 
With its smog-free air iso­ 
lated satellite tracking sta­ 
tions, Hawaii is probably the 
first archipelago to go jet-age 
modern. 
I he island state is describ­ 
ed neatly and well in “Hawaii 
. . . Fiftieth State.” The hook 
is now on sale. 
Perhaps the most import­ 
ant Hawaiian "first envision­ 
ed by Borden is the part he 
believes it will play in the fu­ 
ture of the U.S. toward world 
peace. 
Hawaii has advantages in 
this role because it is “half 
way” between the West Coast 
and Asia. Its mixed peoples 
have learned to work and live 
together without feeling there 
is anything strange in the 
fact.

I think they bring a little 
bit of the bear, mountain lion 
and rattle snake into their reg­ 
ular lives and homes. Living 
a little bit less easy than their 
peers would think, they find 
sufficient diversion to avoid 
that once a year madness.

What Putty Is, And 


The Job It Can Do 


The first thing you should 
know about putty is that it 
isn’t meant to hold the win­ 
dow pane in th<* sash. That's 
the job of those triangualr 
pieces of metal known as glaz 
ing points Putty and glazirtg 
compounds are used to keep 
water 
from 
entering 
the 
building and from soaking the 
sash and causing it to rot or 
rust. 


The 
second 
thing 
you 
should know is that now is 
the time to check tin- putty 
around your windows and rc- 
place loose or missing puit.v. 
What is putty, anyway? It 
is a soft, dough like plastic ce­ 
ment that dries hard and 
which is made by thoroughly 
mixing oil and pigments such 
as v h »Ik 
also called whiting 
and white lead. In addition 
to glazing, its < hit'f uses are 
to fi'l small cracks and nail 
Holes. When properly paint­ 
ed, 
putty 
serves to seal a 
structure against the destruc­ 
tive action of weather. 
There are two kinds of put­ 
ty. I irst there is wood sash 
putty and then there is me tal 
sash putty which is formulat­ 
ed to adhere to the non por­ 
ous vmdow frame. As a rule, 
two kinds of putty are made 
for metal sash, interior and 
exterior. 
Before 
you 
buy, 
check whether your windows 
aie glazed 
with the facing 


outside or inside Never use 
the interior type lor exterior 
surfaces. 


Heavy Clay 


Discussed 
In Pamphlet 


Many Mann County garden­ 
ers will be interested in a new 
agiicultural extension service 
publication entitled •Manag­ 
ing Heavy ( lay Soils in the 
Garden/' 


Although ‘heavy” cla\ can­ 
not be made into an ideal soil 
it can be improved by any 
treatment which will caust 
the particles to form small 
granules and crumbs, incor­ 
porating large amounts of or­ 
ganic matter into the soil is 
one of the best treatments for 
this condition. 


A n i m a l 
manure, green 
plant material, compost, and 
leaf mold serve especially well 
lor this purpose. Materials 
which decay very slowly, such t 
as peat moss, straw, sawdust 
rice hulls, and shredded bark 
are somewhat less desirable. 
When us»ng slow-decaying 
materials, the grower should 
add extra nitrogen to the soil 
to offset the competition of 
the 
decomposing 
materials I 
with plants ior the nitrogen 
supply. 
More information a b o u t 
handling such soils is contain­ 
ed in the new one-sheet pub­ 
lication. This can be secured 
from the University of Cali­ 
fornia farm and home advis­ 
ers office, 738 A Street, San 
Rafael. 


Finally 
there are glazing 
compounds which diffei from 
puMics in that th<\ will re ­ 
main plastic and resilient for 
a longer period of time. 


A must is the application of 
a good priming paint to a 
clean dry surface before you 
putty. 


I here are two occasions 
when re-puttying is required« 
I he first is when broken, 
loose or missing putty is to In' 
replaced, the second is when 
the glass is being replaced. 


When patching, remove all 
the loose or crumbly putty, 
then prime the sash as de­ 
scribed above. An easj w.n to 
apply putty is to make a long 
thin ioil and press it loosely 
into place. Then smooth it 
In inly against the glass with 
a putty knife. 


W hen replacing the pane or 
light, remove the old putty 
and then prime 
When the 
primer is dry, apph an even 
toat of putty or glazing com­ 
pound on the inside of the 
sash and the molding against 
which tin* glass will rest. In­ 
sert the glass and press light­ 
ly against the bed of putty A 
thin continuous ribbon should 
ooze 
up around 
the glass 
when 
pressure 
is 
applied 
»fan 
insert 
the 
glazier’s 
points and apply the putty as 
above. 


Be sure that metal sash n 
completely dry. 


After the putty or glazing 
compound has dried, it should 
ha painted to seal and protect 
if- 
Io insure a good water 
seal, the 
same 
number of 
coats should be applied to the 
pu»ty as to the sash, and the 
paint should be lapped slight- 
ly over the glass. This pro- 
vides a sealing action at the 
critical edge.

TV networks, Sarnoff said 
recently in a statement to TV 
and radio editors, “have pour­ 
ed all possible enterprise and 
imagination into vivid, mean­ 
ingful coverage” while poli- 
titcions “are bravely making 
the first step toward using 
the medium effectively.” 


THE MAIL and wires pour­ 
ing into NBC and, specifically, 
to Chet Huntley and David 
Brinkley, provided the basis 
for a convention humor piece 
by commentator Ed Newman. 
Newman’s remarks, delivered 
at the Republican Convention 
in Chicago, were as follows: 
An executive of NBC News
